WHAT IS WANTED TO CARRY THE REFORM BILL? 
Dore the Easter recess much exertion will certainly be 
made by the friends of the present Reform Bill to gain sup- 
port and strength for it; and it, therefore, becomes of great 


importance to consider what amount of power is wanted to | 


cavry it. The prospects of an abortive agitation can interest 
no one, but every one will care about a political movement 
which will alter in a fundamental particular the constitution 
under which we live. What, then, is the chance of the pro- 
posed Reform Bill beeoming law, and what must it aeeom- 
plish to enable it to become law ! 
A few people here in Londen say quite contentedly, “The 
« Bill is safe. There will be a majority on the second read- 
“ing—a small majority, but still a majority. We shall 
“not win by more than ten or fifteen, but we shall win; 
“of as much as that we are quite sure. Sir William Hutt 
‘“‘ had te give way, and others will have to give way too. In 
‘“ every constituency, there is a small nucleus of sincere and 
* active Radicals. A Liberal member can hardly dispense with 
“ these. We will rouse them and set them on him and he will 
‘“« vote as we wish. We see our way over Lord Grosvenor’s mo- 
“« tion, andonce past that rock the Bill will float.on.”’ But sound 
judges of great politics attach little value to small calcula- 
tions. A deep constitutional principle forbids the English 
people to change the fundamentals of their Government upon 
such suggestions as are always present to the minds of these 
computers. 
Nations which have a written constitution always provide 
that two-thirds, or some other large majority of the Legisla- 
ture, should be required to alter its clauses. The difficulty 
of onan. for example, the American conatitution 
has matter of recent notoriety. The 
consent a 2 months to obtain, and it was only the 
i feeling incident to the end of the -war 
which procured it at all. Nothing can be more natural than 
that a. nation which has used all its strength and exerted all 
its mind to make a good constitution, should not permit the 
document to be tampered with by chance motions or majori- 
ties of one or two. The English constitution has.in form no 
such rigid provision. The whole of it might be changed by 
@ majority .of .one.in the Lords and another one in the Com- 
mons. But no one who knows anything of England 
there is any danger of this. Though we have not the dogmatic 
requirement of a precise majority before our constitution can 
be altered, we have an elastic feeling to which that require. 
ment is but an imperfect approximation. Public opinion 
does not permit great changes to be made by small majori- 
ties. The unconscious reasoning is not spoken ont, but it runs 
in this way. ‘‘ We have.a good constitution now; we ee 
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“not to change it, unless it is quite clear we ought to 
“ change it ; we have no notion of its being at the mercy of 
“a few zealots in some constituencies, or of its being changed 
“ by their pressure or their numbers ; a large alteration in a 
« vital matter ought to justify itself to the mind of the country, 
“and ought to show that it has so justified itself by the 
“ majority in Parliament and out of Parliament which join to 
“ support it.” The firm appreciation of inherited and tried 
institutions which belongs to the English nation renders a 
positive prohibition of varying fundamental laws by petty 
majorities needless. There is no use in telling us not to do it 
—we do not wish to do it, we are not tempted to do it. 


Even if the‘second reading of the Bill is carried by a petty 
majority, the action of this firm and healthy feeling will 
soon destroy that majority. Members will say, or think, “ We 
“ must not push matters to an extreme. I voted for the second 
“ reading; it would not have been quite safe for me with my 
constituency not to have so voted. But I am not sure how I 
“ shall vote in committee. There are several motions coming on 
“ which are of great importance,” &c. And upon these motions 
the majority will waste away, turn into a minority, and the very 
friends of the measure become careless about it and disgusted 
with it ; the modifications being so many, and the very pretence 
of finality and completeness so wholly rooted out of it. A 
great change of thenational constitution requires, if not national 
unanimity, a conclusive preponderance of national judgment. 
The maxim is fundamental in England, and by our faith in it 
we have become a great and consistent nation, with a pro- 
gressive and historical polity. 

The Reform Bill of 1832 gained this conclusive national 
approbation as we all know. The question comes now, Will the 
Reform Bill of 1866 gain it? Mr Bright put the matter very 
simply in his letter of lastSunday. He said, in effect, “‘ The pre- 
“sent Paraliament is never hearty for any good measure, and it 
“needs a great changeto makeit better.” But it isnot very easy 
to see how, exceptin the matter of the county franchise, this Bill 
will make it what Mr Bright thinks better. It will increase the 
“ corrupt tumult” in the small boroughs, which he condemns 
and believes to be a cause why Parliament is as bad ashe alleges. 
{t will give an unknown number of seats to working men, 
and, as far as we know working men, they differ wholly 
from Mr Bright. They are in favour of an impulsive foreign 
policy ; they would have gone to war for Poland and for 

nmark but the other day, and this Mr Bright would wisely 
deplore. The artisans, at least many of them, are in favour 
of shortening the hours of labour, and this Mr Bright resists. 
They are attached to Trades’ Unions, which are exactly what 
Mr Bright most disapproves and hates. By what infatuation 
he has persuaded himself that the proposed change in the 
borough franchise would help him or his, we cannot tell. It 
must take power from the capitalist and give it to the working 
man: this may possibly be right or it may possibly be wrong ; 
but assuredly it can never make Parliament more “earnest” 
for what a capitalist thinks ‘a good thing.” 

There is, indeed, a primary difficulty which must prevent 
this Bill obtaining the needful approbation of the country. 
It is.a Bill to give power to working men, and the obvious 
question which every one must ask of its defenders is “‘ How 
“much power?” And to that question no reply can be given. 
The statistics are in such a state that no one can say with 
certainty how many seats this Bill of itself will give to the | 
working classes. But the Bill cannot be looked at by itself. 
It is expressly and avowedly a Bill with unknown supple- 
ments, and according to the nature of those supplements will 
be the nature of the contemplated change. If many new 
members are given to large Northern towns, and the franchise 
also lowered, the power of the working classes will be very 
greatly increased ; if only a few members are given to such 
towns, then the power of these classes will not be much in- 
creased. Till we know how many such seats it is proposed to 
create, we are voting in the dark ; we cannot say whether we 
approve or disapprove. The Bill cannot be accepted by the 
country, for the gist of it lies in appendices not before the 


try. 
It is said that we ought not to compute classes thus; that 
it is setting one part of the nation against another part ; one 


section against another section. But Mr Gladstone did this 
first and could not help doing it.

It is said too that it is needless to inquire as to the 
power of the working classes, because they will not vedi 
class or together.

Agricultural constituencies, as a rule, send api 
cultural members : large seats of industry, industria) 
bers. It is not always so, but as a rule it ig go, 
in the same manner a member for a town in which wor 
men have the greatest number of votes will be a mewn 
acceptable to the working men. The instincts of 
nature might make us sure of this before experience and gil 
trial confirms it. The critical question, therefore, is in hee 
many seats are we going to give this unquestioned, ral 
predominance to working men ? 


Again, it is said we ought not to ask this except ws 
ask how many members other classes, say the 
manufacturing, or commercial classes have. But there is this! 
grave distinction. We know that, except in some o¢ ; 
cases of too much landlord power, and some cases of defective! 
representation of new industrial wealth, Parliament very well! 
represents the English nation. We know that, as respects the! 
classes now represented we are in no danger. No one 
much now predominates, but when we are asked to give po 
to a new class, we must ask both how much power ought to| 
“ given to them, and how much it is proposed to give to} 
them. 


Some Liberal members of Parliament have been satished| 
with the promise by the Government that they would during| 
this session lay their supplemental Reform Bills on the table 
of the House. But no such promise can satisfy the country— 
out of doors nobody cares what is on the table of the Housa, 
We only know what is proposed. Who can tell what may | 
happen before these deposited and ante-dated bills come on 
for discussion? The proceeding is fatallyJikethat so common| 
in the money market of late. The mamager of a finance 
company says, “ Sir, your bills are capital, excellent paper; I 
“shall be very glad to discount them. Of course you won't 
“ object to take the Company's acceptance. We are short of! 
“ cash just now.” Just so the country is asked to consides| 
what Government will propcse, because it is not convenient 
to propose it now. But we do not even know that the Go 
vernment will be in existence when it is called on to perform 
its engagements. We should be worse than the holder of 
the acceptance of finance companies, for an Administration 
has no corporate character when it has ceased. It hasno 
lasting unity to blame or to punish. 

We cannot, therefore, conceive it possible that the present 
Bill will obtain that conclusive approbation of the nation 
which we have shown to be essential to it. A more thorough 
far-seeing, and for our time fihal measure is necessary both 
to interest and to asstire the people of England. 


THE GOOD AND BAD MODE OF MAKING MINOR” 
RAILWAYS. 

Lorp RepESDALE last week drew the attention of the Hous} 
of Lords to the monstrous mode in which small railways att] 
now made in this country. His great experience in presiding | 
over the private business of the House of Lords enabled him) 
to speak upon the subject with conclusive authority, and the} 
description which he gave, as all who know Lombard stred| 
will testify, rather fell short than exceeded the exact trath.| 
But we do not think that he probed the subject deep enough 
to get to the real source of the malady, and we therefore wish | 
to make some remarks on the subject. A little more ger

reasoning, and some comparison w:th the railway legislati 
of other countries are, we think, necessary to put the gist of} 
the matter fully before us. 
There is no doubt that the English system of making minor| 
railways is very bad. At this moment all persons concerned 
in making many of the newest of them are half-ruined by it} 
—the shareholders and directors who have been led to incur 
personal liability rather than that the line in which they a 
interested should stop in the middle ; the contractor who took 
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Hage. nt in shares of the company now worthless; the 
Taeence companies which lent money on “ Lloyd’s bonds” of 
lh the cc y and on bills of the directors—bonds now all 
1 adios and bills hard to get paid. And though most 
‘T teeaus do , happily, to most districts, it is often a 
of doubt whether the particular railway which caused 
ruin was the exact railway which would have most 
i the neighbourhood, or on which the money might 
‘ligne been best spent. 
|) There are three kinds of motives which induce people to 
'iitake minor railways in England; some, and those the 
number, are made out of contention. Two great 
P ies had at first each a district mainly their own, but 
Hihere was a debateable land between them. Over that debate- 
h a jand each company strove to get a command; twice as 
i many railways were made there as were wanted. The spirit of 
Jgontention grew by what it fed on ; the company which was 
iworsted in the mixed district, to make matters even worse in- 
waded the antagonist company’s peculiar district ; that company 
i wetaliated, and so on in a course which would seem surprising, 
jee parties half knew they werelessening their incomes, if 
‘wedid not now knowit too familiarly to be surprised atit. Again 
other railways are made on speculation. A contractor who sees 
adistrict which two great companies both want, makes a line 
there, and sells the line to the highest bidder. His trade 
being construction he generally gets a fair profit on his adven- 
|iture, and a large profit if the rival companies are eager 
bidders, though of late the high rates of interest, and the 
quantity of such “ securities” in the market have made it diffi- 
cult forhim to get money on terms which would pay, have always 
made histrade difficult, and often ruined himaltogether. Again, 
strange as it would seem, some railways are made to no in- 
‘considerable extent out of vanity. An engineer and a lawyer, 
| who are sure to gain, induce gentlemen of a district “on 
“ public grounds ” to take shares in a railway and to become 
directors of it. The mere taking of shares is comparatively 
| innocent: that is a defined and commonly a contracted obli- 
gation ; but becoming a director is often in its consequences 
|\ruinous. To keep the line from being unfinished, and to save 
\| themselves from the laughter which waits upon those who 
begin what they cannot complete, gentlemen of means and 
standing in a hundred cases put their names to bills and pro- 
“mises which in the end harass their lives, cripple their means, 
‘and reduce them from affluence to poverty. 
| Itmay besaid that Parliament ought not to permit railways 
{ tobe made upon motives such as these. But how is Parliament 
\to know? It cannot tell what men’s motives are: it can 
jonly judge by men’s actions. 



































A definite proposal is 
}made to constrect a railway in a district which that 
“railway would largely benefit; Parliament cannot tell 
jwhy the promoters wish to make it: they say “it will 
“according to their judgment pay them,” and with that in 
most cases Parliament must be content. The makers of rail- 
ways ought to be better judges whether railways will pay than 
any Government. All Parliament tries to do is to insure the 
good faith and solvency of the promoters, and for this pur- 
pose it has tried two schemes, First, it prescribed a: ‘ sub- 
“seription contract,” which was tobe signed in sufficient 
amount by solvent persons pledging themselves to make the 
tailway, But, as Lord Redesdale describes, the system failed ; 
it was not found possible to judge of the solvency and sufficiency 
of the subscribers. The subscription lists were filled with un- 
satisfactory names, and yet its faulty character could not be 
eifectually detected. The precise private means of people in 
distant parts of England could not be fittingly or thoroughly 
discussed before a committee in London, and so the system of 
subscription contracts broke down. Parliament then tried 
the present plan; they required a certain sum of money or 
stock to be deposited by the promoters of the line. But 
this plan has failed, too: the promoters simply borrow 
that money or that stock on their credit or on their securities ; 
Yery commonly the lender’s name is placed in the books of the 
Bank of England along with that of the promoter’s ; the stock 
or the money does not go out of his possession, and when the 
Bill is passed the borrowed capital is returned to the lender 
and is not used to make the railway. Just’ before the 
“depositing” season all banks are besieged to lend their 
stock for this purpose, and its deposit, in fact, shows neither 
bona fides nor solveacy ; it shows only that the promoters can 
get a certdin sum into their hands upon a secured promise to 
Teturn it. In fact,.as Lord Redesdale puts it, there is often 
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no company when the Bill is passed, even if there is after- 
wards. 

It may be said, why should Parliament care? If people 
choose to make railways, let them make railways; the labour 
is theirs, the risk theirs, and the ruin, if ruin there be, theirs 
too. But to this the answer is plain. A railway cannot 
be made except by the aid of the Government. The con- 
struction of it requires the possession of a long straight line 
of country, and you cannot get that line or half of it without 
compulsory powers given by Parliament. Half the Jand- 
owners would stand out for fancy prices, and some would not 
sell at all if any option were granted them. Parliament is a 
trustee for a district, and is bound to do the best it cam for 
thoee whose land it takes away. 


Lord Redesdale promises some new suggestions and rules, 
And we are far from saying that in detail the present system 
may not be improved. But in principle and conception it 
must always be faulty. Parliament endeavours to determine 
which is the best among railways which will not pay. In the 
early times of railways there was, at any rate, this amount of 
bona fides in the undertakings. For the most part, and 
with exceptions, only the promoters of railways believed that } 
the works they were undertaking would pay. But, as a rule, 
now nobody supposes anything of the sort. The three classes 
of motives which we have deseribed load the table of Parlia- 
ment with proposals which are never expected to be lucrative, 
which if granted never pay a dividend, from which no one 
who knows the place ever fancied a dividend. Lord Redes- 
dale’s suggestions may be ingenious, but we are very sceptical 
as to the power of Parliament to detect which scheme ought 
to be made out of all these non-paying schemes. 

It may be said—and the question goes deep into the 
matter—why ought a non-paying railway to be made? 
Why ought we to wish to see it made? If it does not benefit 
the promoters, whom does it benefit? The reply is remark- 
able. Many non-paying railways benefit exceedingly the places 
through which they pass, and do so even when no manipula- 
tion of fares would make them pay any better. It may often be 
for the substantial good of a whole district to have a railway, 
though that railway, after the most remunerative settlement 
of fares, will only just meet working expenses, and never yield 
a dividend. The reason is that the railway benefits the 
stationary property which you cannet charge as well as the 
conveyed property which you docharge. You can only make a 
line pay its shareholders by taxing the people and things that 
travel on the railway. But besides these the whole saleable 
value of the land of the district is enhanced sometimes 
almost fabulously. A pretty residence near London, suitable 
to a man of substantial business, if near a railway, will sell | 
for a price that could never pay the purchaser 2 per cent. 
But if that residence were far from a railway, it would not get 
into the market; men of business:would not think of it, it 
would not sell for two-thirds of the value. The case of build- 
ing land of poor quality is still stronger. The London 
Chatham, and Dover Railway does not pay a dividend, 
perhaps is not likely to do so; yet, it is well known, 
that. it has enhanced the value of the estates through 
which it’ passesy.often very much. An estate which used 
to be worth 41,0002 becomes in a few years worth 60,000/, 
and other similar figures. In many cases no tariff will make 
these railways give a good dividend. When you have once 
fixed the goods’ fares and passenger fares at the rate that will 
bring in most, you can do no more; any change then will 
probably be for the worse. Yet this maximum rate may not 
be enough to do more thar keep the railway open, while all 
round the rails the land and the houses may be rising rapidly 
in price. 

Abroad, both in Switzerland and France, this difficulty is 
met in the only proper and effectual manner. The railway, 
or a portion of it, is made out of the canton or county rate. 
The sum is borrowed at once and paid off annually during a 
term of years, By this plan the stationary property which 
is benefited pays its fair part of the charge. The canton or 
department—the local authority, to use the phrase we are so 
familiar with now—investigates which line will suit the 
locality best, selects that line, and raises by local taxation the 
necessary funds. Here you have the best possible security 
that the best and most suitable non-paying railways will be 
made ; for those who are to benefit indirectly by them, will 
directly contribute to pay for them. 

But if we once abandon this natural and protective method, 
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we do not see what other expedient against bad non-paying 
railways is effectual or possible. All lines which two rival 
tailway companies devise to hurt one another ; all which a 
contractor may run up on speculation ; all which the vanity 
of a few gentlemen may induce them to make, very much at 
| their own cost and ruin, will be made, whatever rules Parliament 
makes. There is no detective power in Parliament to discri- 
minate which of these schemes ought to be made and which 
ought to be rejected. Probably none of them ought to be 
made by those who propose to make them ; the proper people 
are the people of the district, who know what they want, and 
who, as in other countries, should be made to bear the charge 
of it. 
THE SAVINGS’ BANK FRANCHISE AND THE SMALL 
BOROUGHS. 
Tux chief defect of the Government Reform Bill is that it is so 
undiseriminating. If the Cabinet were to propose to dis- 
franchise Manchester and Birmingham because it seemed desir- 
able to disfranchise Totnes and Harwich, we should very justly 
think that it had lost its wits. But if it would be absurd 
to do in Manchester and Birminham the same things which it 
is desirable to do in Totnes and Harwich, simply for the sake 
of uniform action, why is it less absurd to do in Totnes and 
Harwich that which it is desirable to do in Manchester and 
Birmingham for the sake of uniform action One would sup- 
pose that the natural rule in dealing with such measures us 
a Reform Bill would be to propose for great towns the fran- 
chise which will get us the best constituency in great towns, 
and propose for small boroughs the franchise which will get 
us the best constituency for small boroughs, but not to 
propose for great towns what is only desirable in small 
boroughs, and not to propose for small boroughs what is only 
desirable in t towns. That has, at least, a very reason- 
able sound, as we think all our readers will admit. Well, the 
mistake made by the Government in lowering the borough 
franchise equally in great towns and small boroughs, in spite 
of the vast difference of effect in the two cases, has also been 
made by them with respect to the Savings Bank franchise. 
Whether a 50/ deposit, which must have been held for two 
years, will be a qualification likely to enfranchise a very large 
number of persons is doubtful, but we think it is obvious 
enough that in very large constituencies those whom it does 
enfranchise will be rightly enfranchised, will be persons who 
deserve the franchise, and who will be likely to use it honestly. 
But this is a franchise which will be open to the very greatest 
abuse in small constituencies ; and, whatever we may think of 
its concession to these constituencies, we must admit that it 
should not at least have been granted without a contempo- 
raneous disfranchisement of the most corrupt and petty of 
the constituencies. and such a grouping of those boroughs 
next in importance as would render their constituencies too 
complex and numerous to be manipulated by election agents. 
As it is, we are offered a franchise in small and very corrupt 
where elections constantly depend on a few votes, 
that would attract a large political capital into the election 
business in a few years. Mr Gladstone seems to think that 
the two years’ limit will be 4 great check on this investment 
of capital, and some little check no doubt it may be,— 
certainly no sufficient check on it im any borough 
from ten to twenty votes one way or the other 
be expected to ‘turn the scale.

THE NEW ORDER IN COUNCIL ON THE CATTLE 
PLAGUE, 


Tannew Order in Council, issued on Thursday, but signed on 
th March, is, in fact, a Cattle Plague Code, drawn up with 
greatcare, and distinguished, we are happy to say, by increased 
moderation of spirit. The wild plan of prohibiting all at- 
tempts at cure, and relying on. the poleaxe alone, has been 
sendoned, and isolation is authorised in its place. Any 
owner of a beast attacked by the disease must, after 16th 
givenotice of the occurrence to. the local authority, 
will.see that it is either killed or properly isolated, a pre- 
sation which the farmer would of course take for his own 
sake, As a rule he will kill, for then he gets something, and, 
» avoid the extreme annoyanee, and sometimes 
expense, of using a farm building as a hospital, and paying a 
inary surgeon in whom he does not in the least believe. 
But, whenever circumstances are favourable to cure he will 
make the effort, and the chance of discovering a remedy 
more revives, to the great relief of all men who 
believe that epizootics, like epidemes, lose force as they 
Mivance, until at last they come fairly within the range 
@ treatment. Under the former system, no distinction 
™s drawn between the disease in its fury and the disease 
it its decline, and beasts whose chanee of life was as one 
were doomed to the axe as relentlessly as beasts who 
ladionly one chance in ten.

Any local authority can declare any place in 
which the disease exists “infected,” and may fix ite-area at 
their own discretion, and animal locomotion will at.onge be 
confined todogs, horses,andcats. No “bull, bullock, ox,‘heifer, 
“ calf, sheep, lamb, goat, or pig”’ can thenceforward be moved 
out of that area, with license or without, and no dead meat, 


hay, straw, litter, or substance used for animal food, except | 


under a written license, which any policeman or constable 
may demand, those worthies being invested with absolute 
power to send unprotected animals or articles back to the 
place they started from. The district, in fact, is tabooed, 
except for horses and dogs, and the latter, if ownerless, are 
given up to slaughter. The local authorities indeed are vested 


with a power over stray dogs of the most absolute kind, a | 


power which would be quite sufficient to enable the shepherd

complain so bitterly. If the order applied to their counties, 
they would only have to command the slaughter of all stray 
dogs and they would save ten per cent. of their sheep, a 
result which would make them very indifferent to Mr. 
Gladstone’s promised scheme of dog taxation. It is clear 
that under these absolute provisions the local autherity will 
be able to exercise a very oppressive power by including farms 
at discretion within the “infected” area ; but local opinion is 
strong, and the danger that magistrates will hesitate to 
“proclaim ” districts owned by powerful neighbours is perhaps 
even greater. In cases of complaint from either cause, how- 
ever, an appeal lies to the Privy Council ; and if slaughter is 
abolished, isolation by districts is perhaps necessary, even in 
addition to complete individual isolation. Private influences 
might otherwise be too strong for the inspectors, who, more- 
over, must always be dependent upon owners for information 
as to the outbreak of the disease. 

Markets are prohibited except for the sale of cattle just 
about to be slaughtered, and all beasts brought to them for that 
purpose must be killed within four days, rather a peremptory 
regulation for a market like that of the metropolis. Ail 
cattle imported by sea from the Continent must beslaughtered 
before leaving the port of debarkation, the port, however, 
including in the case of London the whole metropolitam dis- 
trict. This order, therefore, which is a necessary complement 
of any attempt to prohibit contagion by law will not haveany 
very perceptible effect for mischief except in one way. It pre- 
hibits the importation of live beasts to be fattened on: 
meadows, but it is probable that this restriction will not 
up to the Ist of June, when it expires, be very severely felt.

PRESSURE FROM BELOW. 
MEETINGS OF AGRICULTURAL LABOURERS. 

The agricultural mind is disturbed. The Mark Lane Express is 
unhappy. Events are shaping themselves in relation to rural affairs 
in England in a way perhaps few of us altogether anticipated. 
The cattle plague has brought ruin on many farmers, and has in- 
terfered greatly with the ordinary routine of farming. The whole 
system of the cattle trade has been, as it were, shut up. The 
movement of cattle, the trarsmission of manure, and almost the 

hase and sale of store cattle have been suddenly sto _ 
What is to be the end of this state of things? Where onl ow 
will its influence operate? These and a multitude of other and 
most difficult questions arise in the mind of every one well 
uainted with the variety and complexities of English farming. 

e do not believe that any serious or permanent injury will 
arise to the agricultural, i.c. the farming interest, from existing 
misfortunes, for though there will be much individual loss, the 
value of live stock when the plague has ceased, which will then 
remain in the hands of farmers, will have so much increased as 
to be equivalent to the value of the whole stock before it was 
decimated by the plague. But it will be more forcibly than ever 
brought to the minds of farmers that theirs is an uncertain, a 
hazardous uit, that can oly be safely and profitably carried 
on wher. all the precautions and securities which in the nature of 
ings are practicable have been adopted. In a word, all the 
securities of tenure, and all the attractions to capital, we have 
often had occasion to refer to as the great wants of English 
husbandry, will have become more and more obviously necessary. 

Then not only must farmers become desirous of placing their 
business on a better footing than it has hitherto held by reason 
of what may be called the internal pressure from the state of their 
own affairs, there are signs that their hitherto patient and heip- 
less labourers are becoming Jess patient and less helpless in the 
matter of wages. At this no one can be surprised. In all other 
businesses in this country the demand for labour has increased, 
is increasing, and is certain to increase yet more than it has 
done, and even in husbandry there is in many districts a demand 
for labour which is not altogether readily supplied. Then the 
use of steam is opening up a demand for skilled labour in hus- 
bandry such as has never before been known, while every im- 
provement in agricultural machinery and cultivation tends to 
increase the farmers’ requirements for more manual labour. 
How are the farmers prepared to deal with this new element in 
their business, the demand of agricultural labourers for a rise 


of ? 

This is, undoubtedly, aserious matter. Labour is the farmer's 
great burden. Saturday night is not always quite easy to be met, 
and a small rise on the wages of every one employed on a farm 
of some extent will form a large additional item in the year’s 
outlay.

The subscription to the loan of the Viceroy of Egypt opened 
here has not obtained all the success that had been anticipated, 
notwithstanding there is an abundance of unemployed money. 

On dit that the Spanish Government is about to make a new 
attempt to get a loan in this market, but it is not likely to 
succeed. It is said that an agent it sent to London with proposi- 
tions for one was rudely dismissed. 

The death of M. Langlais, Minister of Finance in Mexico, is 
& serious misfortune, both for that country and the French 
Government. He was admirably qualified for his post ; he had, 
by patient investigation, made himself aeennalir acquainted 
with the resources and the liabilities of Mexico, and he had de- 
| vised a plan of finance which there was every reason to hope 
| would work well. All this now goes for nothing. Even if as 

good a man ean be found to replace him, which is by no means 
\| certain, he will require months to study the financial situati n 


anew, and he will probably, in order to show his originality, 
think himself bound to prepare a different scheme to that of 
M. Langlais. 


The Minister of Commerce, M. Behic, yesterday presided at 
adistribution of prizes at the annual cattle show of Poissy, and 
i accordance with custom delivered a speech. His Excellency 
noticed the progress which agriculture has made in the last 
fifteen years ; cultivating now with wheat 6,900,000 hectares 
(2} acres each) instead of 5,951,000; with vines 2,300,000 instead 
of 2,169,000 ; with beetroot 119,000 instead of 36,000 ; producing 
1474 heetolitres of grain per hectare in place of 13.73; and 
exporting agricultural productions, exclusive of wool and silk, to 
the amount of 710,000,000f in place of 206,000,000f. Yet, in 
spite of this he proclaimed that agriculture is suffering ; and in 
_ it, he pointed to the fact that each hectare of wheat 

year only produced 221f 71c, which was nearly one-third 
~ in in preceding years, and in most cases insufficient to 
the farmer for his outlay. But the Minister took care 

at the same time to tell his hearers that the low sum and the 
consequent suffering were owing to the accumulation of graiy 
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coming from a series of abundant harvests; and he refused to 
admit, as a remedy for this accidental evil, either that the pro- 
duction of wheat should be lessened, or that a protective duty | 
on the import of foreign grain should be established. The 
remedy, he said, consisted in the farmer on his part improving 
his system of cultivation, getting better implements, studying } 
the nature of his soil more carefully, and exercising 
vigilance in all the details of his business: and in the Govern- 
ment on its “introducing all the reforms calculated to 
ameliorate the conditions of existence of agriculture, by execut- 
ing more rapidly and completely works destined to increase 
agricultural production, om to reduce the cost of it.” The 
indication of this sprennaiies remedy proves that M. Behic 
still clings to the idea of public works on a grand 
seale, which he propounded some time back, but which the 
Minister of Finance peremptorily vetoed. It is, perhaps, to be 
regretted that he did not explain how any such scheme can be 
carried into effect. His Excellency then spoke of the grand 
inquiry into the state of agriculture which he has ordered; and 
he announced that in it not only eminent men, but the most 
modest farmers, “‘ men from behind the plough,” would be called 
to give evidence, his object being to get at “the truth free from 
all hesitation and exempt from all prejudice.” This is very good 
undoubtedly ; but siaebe it would have been better if the 
Minister had added a warning to his bucolic hearers that under 
no circumstances must they expect the protectionist system to 
be revived in their favour. A large portion of the French agri- 
culturists see virtue in that system, and it is desirable that they 
should be peremptorily made to understand that the Govern 
ment does not share their delusion. The Minister afterwards con- 
gratulated the meeting on the fact, that owing to the energetic 
measures employed, the cattle plague had not penetrated into 
France ; and by announcing that all danger, at least fo: the 
moment, appears to be conquered. He also stated that the 
malady in swine which has for some time past prevailed in some 
ne of Germany, has not reached France, and that there is no 
anger of its doing so. 


The same Minister has proposed to the Emperor, and his 
Majesty has consented, to nominate a commission for the pur- 
pose of inquiring into the grievances of the producers of salt in 
the West, East, and South of France, which grievances are 
based partly on the manner in which the salt duty is established, 
partly on the alleged insufficiency of the duty on the import of 
foreign salt. The Minister expresses himself in terms which show 
that he does not admit the legitimacy of the latter complaint; 
but the partisans of commercial liberty do not think th: t he has 
spoken thereon so energetically as was desirable. 


With a new year it might have been hoped that the Board of 
Customs would have effected the improvements in its monthly 
publication of imports and exports, which have long been loudly 
demanded by all persons who have occasion to study the tables ; 
but it has not done so. It continues to fill page after page with 
elaborate details about the most insignificant matters, such as 
cocoa-nuts, liquorice, cod oil, yeast, and lobsters ; but if you want 
to see the total quantites of imports and exoorts of cotton tissues, 
or of silk tissues, or of wines, or of timber, or iron, or indeed 
any other article of real importance, you will not find them 
stated in a single line, and can only ascertain them by copying 
out and adding up columns of figures. Everybody will admit 
that one of the most important things that can appear in Customs 
tables is an account of the total trade done with wifferent coun- 
tries ; yet the French returns do not give any in acompact form, 
and to find the trade for any single country, England or the 
United States, for example, would entail an entire day’s labour, 
and even more. Hven the precious metals, though consisting 
only of two articles, are presented in a form which enables one 
to see at a glance what the import and export are; but platina 
and copper are jumbled up with silver and gold, and must be 
separated from them, by a tiresome arithmetical operation before 
the total can be seen. In a word, the French monthly returns 
are incomplete and inconvenient ir important matters, and are | 
overloaded with details in unimportant. They are in striking 
contrast to French statistics in general, which are excellent ; and 
particularly to those that the Board of Customs itself publishes 
in its annual volume on commerce.

In the corresponding week of 1856, peace with Russia had 
been concluded. The rate of discount at the Bank of France 
had been reduced from 6 to 5 per cent., but owingto the 
greater demand on theresources of the London market, the rates 
continued firm, at 1 to 2 per cent. above those current in the 
French capital. 

In 1868, the Bank of France had reduced its rate of dis- 
count to 4 per cent. General Langiewitz had quitted Poland, 
after an unsuccessful action with the Russians, and had surren- 
dered to the Austrian troops. A fall from 172 to 152 in the 
premium on gold in New York had taken place on the legis- 
lative enactment of the Congress, that no advances should be 
legal on deposits of gold above par value. 

Tn 1864, the seige of Duppel was being continued, and an 
attack made by the Prussians bad.been repulsed after five 
hours’ severe fighting. England’s proposal for aconference with- 
out an armistice had been accepted by Austria, Prussia, Denmark, 
France, and Russia. An important engagement between the 
Russians and Poieshad taken place inthe Government of Radom. 
A treaty of commerce between Japan and Switzerland had 
been prepared. The Ministerial measure for the abolition of 
the tobacco monopoly had been passed by the Cortes at Lisbon. 
In America, Lieutenant-General Grant had been appointed to 
the command of the armies of the United States, and had taken 
up his head-quarters with the army of the Potomac. The 
Confederates were collecting a large army in North Carolina. 
Great dulness prevailed in the stock markets. The demand 
for discount at the Bank of England was active. 

In 1865, the Bank rate had been reduced to 4 per cent. 
The failure of the Portsmouth, Portsea, Gosport, and South 
Hants Bank had been announced, as well as the stoppage of 
Messrs Nelson, Tritton, and Co. The lock-out in the North 
continued. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other ” securities, showed, in 1856, a deficiency of 
8,206,048/ ; in 1863, a deficiency of 8,138,401/; in 1864, 
a deficiency of 9,540,384; and in 1865, a deficiency of 
7,672,6011, In 1866, the deficiency is 8,547,302/. 

Discount anD Money Market.—Money is steadily cheapen- 
ing. Abroad as well as in England, and especially in France, 
the accumulation of capital goes on, and paper on London is 
readily taken as an investment at the higher rates prevailing 
here. Nevertheless there has been at the Bank and in the 
open market a sustained inquiry, owing to the approach of 
the quarter and the consequent necessity of provision for 
matured engagements in commercial circles. Some of the 
discount houses and financial establishments have also found 
themselves under the necessity of providing against the pro- 
bable withdrawal of deposits by the public. The foreign 
exchanges, already high, seem likely to be supported, as the 
wool sales just concluded have proved heavy, and a larger 
amount that usual is likely to be exported from this country. 

The grave character of German politics and the danger of 
a collision between Austria and Prussia serve to obscure to a 
great extent the favourable nature of the events connected 
with the course of the money market ; the Fenian agitation 
in America also increases disquietude, but there is little chance 
that a reduction in the value of money will be long delayed, 
as arrivals of gold are taking place, and no export movement 
is in progress.
